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Two-Party System 


Serves Labor, Too 


* On an otherwise dull day George 
Meany president of AFL-CIO, attained 


nal headlines by saying that organ- 
iZd labor would form its own party “if 
we have to do that to lick the people who 
went to drag us back to the past.” On 
tHe"heels of it came Walter Reuther, vice 


president of the big union, saying, truth- 
Pao. that Meany had been misunder- 
stodd. 


~ *™American labor,” he said, “is com- 
mitted to work within the framework of 
the+two-party system.” Meany had been 
speaking of a possibility if squeezed out 
of fhat system. 

‘No one of any stature in or out of 
the fabor movement wants a labor party. 
It would, as Reuther said, “fragmentize” 
our society with harmful results to all. 

But let none take this to mean that 
labor will not continue to be active within 
the framework of the one party which 
has been broad enough of base to include 
it. That, of course, is the Democratic 
Party. From time to time labor leaders 
have sought to interest the Republican 
Party in broadening its base. 

It was John L. Lewis of the miners, 
for example, who officially committed 
himself to the Republican campaign of 
Wendell Willkie. But the GOP was made 
uncomfortable thereby. John L. Lewis was 
treated coldly and callously. He operated 
thereafter as a lone wolf but his influ- 
ence, like that of his union, declined. 


Labor operates its politics with all the 
realism of a politician. It supports only 
those candidates it believes most likely to 
be sympathetic with labor’s cbjectives. 
So far this has led it to the Democrats. 
But already there is a move, neaded by 
Meany himself, to “work with” "‘ew 
York’s governor-elect, Nelson Rockefel- 
ler. It is not at all impossible he may have 
labor support in 1960. Certainly he will 
have it if he contends with Vice President 
Nixon for the GOP nomination. The point 
to keep in mind is that labor will not of- 
ficially commit itself to either party in 
advance of the conventions and will sup- 
port candidates in each party prior to 
then. 

But it will be helpful if we also realize 
that since we have and wish to retain a 
two-party system, we may expect labor 
to make use of it as it can. To force labor 
out would be to create a party of labor. It 
is folly to imagine that so large a special 
interest pressure group will refrain from 
political activity. 

Labor leaders have never been able 
to control the voting habits of their mem- 
bers. Those who wish to counter the in- 
fluence of labor in politics have only to 
work as hard and as intelligently.

Some Answer at Baxley 


Following his unsworn statement, an 
Appling County jury has acquitted Mayor 
J. M. (Buck) Dunn of a charge of con- 
spiring to cheat and defraud the state. 


Without further comment on this ver- 
dict, Georgia citizens and taxpayers still 
have not been told what happened to 
more than $100,000 of their funds on Bax- 
ley street contracts. This is the amount 
the State Highway Department says is 
unaccounted for in materials, labor and 
other items on said contracts. This is the 
amount spent for work which the depart- 
mrent says was not done. 


The state has entered suit against the 
City of Baxley for recovery of this 
money. The town is fighting the suit. 
Perhaps during the course of that trial 
citizens will be given at least an inkling 
of what happened to their funds. 

If Georgians are content to make 
such generous contributions, at least an 
accounting is in order. Atlanta certainly 
could use this amount of money and 
much more on burdened streets. So could 
most other cities in the state.

Surely the 
people of Georgia are entitled to know 
the answer to that one.

Veterans’ Pension Rolls 


Riddled With I nequities 


A House Veterans Committee survey 
points to gross inequities in the award- 
ing of pensions. 

Unlike veterans’ compensation which 
is paid as a matter of right to those with 
disabilities incurred in military service, 
pensions are for disabilities suffered in 
civil life. They are payable only where 
the applicant passes a test of need. 

But the law determining need on the 
basis of annual income and the adminis- 


tration of the law leave much to be de- 
sired. 


The committee, for instance, cited one 
case of a pensioner and his wife having 
a net worth of $62,096 and an income of 
$3,348. On the basis of a cross section of 
cases the group estimated 20,000 of the 
800,000 on the rolls have incomes, with 
their wives, of $5,000 or more. Some 13,- 
000 were indicated as controlling, with 
their wives, liquid assets of $15,000 or 
more. 


On the other side of the coin, the com- 
mittee found thousands of veterans with 
no means of support in thei rold age 
other than their pensions of either $66.15 
or $78.75 per month, 


There is an obvious need for ridding 
the rolls of financially able pensioners in 
line with legislation being drafted ond 
no means of support in their old age 
in dire circumstances. 


Not only should the law determining 
qualifications be altered but administra- 
tion tightened, Actual need rather than 
political pull should be the criterion for 
each ruling.

Events in Asia, Africa 
Cannot Be Overlooked 


It is important not to overlook news 
from Africa and Asia because there is 
where the great political struggle of the 
next decade or so will he resolved. When 
it is resolved we will know a great ceal 
more about the shape of the political 
world to come. 


Two items are important because 
they should be meaningful to us. In Accra, 
Ghana, where the first All-African Peo- 
ples’ Conference is in session, the Prime 
Minister of Ghana warned African na- 
tionalists to beware of new forms of 
colonialism carried out by non-European 
powers. This was a plain warning to te 
careful of the blandishments from Mos- 
cow, Peiping and Cairo. 

In Cairo, where an Asian-African 
economic conference is in session, Indo- 
nesia opposed seating the Russian dele- 
gation on the grounds it was “neither 
Asian nor African.” The Soviet group 
finally was seated because they had been 
invited. But the temper of most of the 
delegates was to avoid any appearance 
of commitment to any of the great pow- 
ers. 


Red China, as Asian, is a power. We 
may expect to see her make great trade 
gains in this economic deliberation. 

The important point to note is that 
the Africans and Asians still free wish to 


remain so. They do not want to be domi- 


nated by any great power, or small one, 
for that matter. This should provide us 
with the basis for our policy epproach.

That Will Last fora While 


Highway Commissioner John Quillian made the interesting state- 
ment at dedication ceremonies for the Holiday on Lake Lanier road 
that in time all the paved roads in the state and many unpaved ones 


will be part of the state system. 

Mr. Quillian refers 
the growing question of roa 
maintenance. Now that 
has built thousands of 
paved roads (about 12,000 
present system) the problem 
keeping these roads in good re- 
pair is overwhelming. 

For example, each 30 miles of 
a major interstate four-lane road 
is said by engineers to require 
its own maintenance crew. As an- 
other case in point, motorists 
should note that Georgia is grass- 
ing more road shoulders, buying 
wider right of way and generally 
trying to improve road appear- 
ance. These niceties, which are 
important, are expensive to main- 


see 
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the crews and equipment to keep 
a blacktopped road in continuous 
good repair. The smaller ones 
simply must ignore maintenance 
altogether. 

When these roads begin to fall 
apart, public demands for main- 
tenance will fall on the shoulders 
of the State Highway Department 
and, because of the impossibility 
of county maintenance, the state 
will fix the roads. We do not -pre- 
sume to read Commissioner Quil- 
lian’s mind, of course, but he 
foresees this day and would no 
doubt prefer to have the state 

the responsibility openly 
rather than to just go fix roads 
it isn’t supposed to fix. 

His point, too, was that the cost 
of highways in Georgia isn’t 
going to grow less expensive just 
because a lot of roads have been 
built and won't have to be built 
again. They will have to be 
“built again,” and several times. 

All this makes an excellent

WASHINGTON—The Far West has a new 
leader in the Senate ‘and in the highest foreign 
policy councils of the United States, Sen. Mike 


Mansfield of Montana. Curiously, he has not sought out the honor; 
it has corne and tugged insistently at his sleeve. Indeed, upon the 
life and times of Mike Mansfield there hangs a tale that might be 


called paradox triumphant. 

Nothing about him follows the 
familiar scripts. For he has came 
to great power almost agaifst 
his will. 

He has been returned to the Sen- 
ate with the greatest victory at 
the polls scored by any senator in 
a two-party state in the country— 
76.3 per cefit of the total vote. 

Nevertheless, he has none of 
the characteristics commonly re- 
garded as standard to politicians. 
He is very quiet and shy, rather 
than cheerfully aggressive. He is 
studious and even a little book- 
ish, rather than hearty and back- 
slapping. He speaks briefly and 
infrequently rather than long and 
often. 

He does not really wish to run 
anything or anybody; to hold a 
seat in the Senate is enough for 
his ambitions. In the last Con- 
gress he lightly bore and rath- 
er apologetically used his influ- 
ence as assistant Democratic lead- 
er, a post that was pressed upon 
him in the first place. This time, 
however, he will have no choice 
but to use it more often and 
more openly. 

For the West is the emerging 
force in the Senate and Mansfield 
is inevitably its spokesman. More- 
over, the greatly enlarged Dem- 
ocratic majorities will provide 
more work and more problems 
for all the party hierarchy. Thus 
an addéd part of this general 
load must now fall upon Mans- 
field. ;

Now 
everyone feels. that the house 
is properly dressed up for the 
holidays! 

A bit of mistletoe, however 
small, adds a measure of joy that 
is all out of proportion to its size. 
Christians have hung mistletoe in 
their homes for many genera- 
tions, but long before the evan- 
gelization of Britain the Druids 
claimed that the plant possessed 
strange and wonderful healing 
powers. 

The Druids were pre-Christian 
Celtic priests. The harvesting of 
mistletoe was for them a ritual 
that was attended with much sol- 
emnity and fanfare. ry 

Belief in the medicinal \ benefits 
of mistletoe has long since per- 
ished, along with the pectliar 
rites and rituals of the Druids. 
But for Christians the sprigs of 


mistletoe came to represent the 
One of whom the Druids were un- 
aware, Christ the Healer. 

There is a beneficent and heal- 
ing spirit which Christmas brings 
into our homes and hearts. It is 
good to have mistletoe as a quiet 
reminder of Him of whom we 
sing: “Light and life to all He 
brings . . . Risen with healing in 
His wings.” ! 

Long ago in Palestine the touch 
of the hand of Christ brought 
sight to darkened eyes and health 
to weary limbs. Henry Twells re- 
calls the Master’s healing minis- 
try in the words of his well-loved 
hymn: “At even, when the sun 
was set . .. The sick, O Lord, 
around Thee lay... O in what 
divers pains they met! ... 0 
with what joy they went away!” 

The miracles Christ wrought in 
Galilee may be accomplished in 
our lives at this season if we 
turn to Him in trust and faith. 
As He bound up the broken- 
hearted, offered a healing balm 
for sick souls and brought light to 
blinded minds, so does He minis- 
ter even now to weary mariners 
on life’s tempestuous seas. 

There is no healing virtue in a 
spring of mistletoe, yet it sym- 
bolizes for us the health and 
vigor and joy that came into the 
world through the life-enhancing 
blessings of the Great Physician.

Southern Walkout 
Appears Certain 


WASHINGTON—From all the political news 
which has been showering down on newspaper 
readers recently, the following can be extracted § f’ 
as significant: 1, The Democratic National Committee is building 


a solid basis for a massive Southern walkout at the 1960 convention. 
The nomination of a competing Southern States Rights Democratic 
ticket is as visible as an oncoming hurricane. 


2. The Democrat who appears 
to have benefited most from his 
party’s congressional victory did 
not figure in the campaign at all. 
That's Adlai Stevenson and he 
continues to be most preferred by 
most Democrats for the 1960 nom- 
ination.

Caldwell cited figures showing 
a steadily increasing enrollment 
in Georgia colleges and said that 
admission rules were strength- 
ened in order to screen applicants 
for top quality students. He said 
enrollment has increased by more 
than 10,000 in the past six years 
‘‘and the greatest increase, is yet 
to come after .1960."" He said ad- 
mission rules probably will be 
strengthened further then.

Sherman in Johnson Battle 


Johnson County, in east central Georgia, was created from 
Emanuel, Laurens and Washington counties in 1858, ranking 129th 
.in order of creation. It was named for Hershel V. Johnson, Geor- 
gia governor and senator who was the unsuccessful vice presi- 
- dential candidate on the Douglas ticket against Abraham Lincoln 
in 1860. Wrightsville, the county seat, was named for John B. 
Wright, a pioneer resident. 

A greatly outnumbered group of Confederate home guards 
held off a wing of Union Gen. Sherman’s army for two days at 
Bell’s Ferry in November, 1864, They retreated when they finally. 

ran out of ammunition. A part of the town of 
Adrian is in Johnson County because of a feud 
a century ago. One influential townsman, in a 
spat with the Emanuel County commissioner, 
vowed he would not live in the same county 
with his foe and got the Legislature to change 
the county boundary. 


Johnson County covers 313 square miles, ty- 
ing with Crawford as the 95th county in size. The county has 8,100 
residents (1957 estimate), ranking 99th in population (1950 cen- 
sus). Wrightsville had 1,750 residents (1950 census). Other towns in 
the county are Kite, Scott and Meeks. Highways running through 
Johnson County are U.S. 80, 221 and 319, and Ga. 15, 26, 57, 7% 
and i171. 

There were 957 farms, averaging 181 acres, in the county in 
1954. About 36 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands 
and 39 per cent in harvested croplands. Main crops were cotton 
and corn. A few farmers planted tobacco and peanuts but the 
yields were too low to be profitable and their use has not be- 
come widespread.

to Washington warranted ‘“‘the 
strongest possible protest” by all 
veterans’ organizations and all 
American citizens. He urged na- 
tional veterans’ leaders to com- 
plain to the Navy. 


But the court-martial went 
right on. First witness Tuesday 
morning was Cmdr. Glen De- 
Grave, who had been detached 
from the Indianapolis 10 days be- 
fore the sinking. He had been its 
chief engineer. His principal con- 
tribution was his estimate of of- 
ficers with whom he had served. 
He stated that he considered all 
those who held the bridge the 
night of the disaster to have been 
among the ship’s best officers. 
All except McVay were dead. 


DATA ON WEATHER 


Quartermaster Vincent Allard 
of Omak, Wash., who had the 
watch ending at midnight, testi- 


fied he had kept the deck log on 
weather. Asked what he had en- 
tered under the heading “Clouds: 
low, medium, high,”’ he replied: 


“Well, there would be no entry 
in the ‘low’; there would probably 
be an entry in the ‘medium’ 
clouds and ‘high’ clouds.” 


In other words, the weather 
was clearing, and the lower one 
third of the sky was free of 
cloucs. With the moon almost di- 
rectly behind the vessel, 23 de- 
grees above the horizon, any ene- 
my vessel lurking ahead of the 
Indianapolis at midnight could 
have found it clearly silhouetted 
by the low moon. That, it devel-

DEFENSE OBJECTS 


When Hilbert left the stand, 
Capt. Ryan announced Hashimoto 
as the next witness. Capt. Cady 
arose and addressed the court. 
He began: 


“I wish to make formal objec- 
tion to the idea of calling one of 
the officers of the defeated 
enemy who, as a nation, have 
been proven guilty of every des- 
picable treachery, of the most in- 
famous cruelties, and of the most 
barbarous practices in violation 
of all of the laws of civilized war- 
fare, to testify against one of our 
own commanding officers on a 
matter affecting his professional 
ability and judgment. . . . This 
objection is not, and cannot, be 
based on any legalistic grounds, 
since our lawmakers have never 
imagined through the centuries of 
Anglo-Saxon law any such gro- 
tesque proceedings.” 


In an immediate reply, Capt. 
Ryan asserted, “It is not the in- 
tention of the judge advocate, 
and he would resent asking this 
witness—anybody’s asking this 
witness—to give any opinions as 
to the honor or the actions of the 
accused in this case. This wit- 
ness is being called to testify as 
to the facts, within his knowledge, 
which, I believe, are necessary 
to a decision in these proceed- 
ings.”

Allard offered this statement: 


‘“‘Under the circumstances, I do 
not believe that we would have 
been zigzagging, or 
was necessary. In fact, when I 
came on watch (8 p.m.) the helms- 
man that was steering was won- 
dering why we were zigzagging, 
and I also did. 


PRAISES McVAY 


“I would like to say that in 
my service aboard the ship with 
Capt. McVay there was — we 
had better — training and more 
precautions taken with regards 
to life jackets and so forth than 
at any other time aboard ship.” 
He had served three-and-a-half 
years in this ship, under five dif- 
ferent captains. 


Other enlisted men from the 
Indianapolis told their stories, 
and the court adjourned for the 
day. 


Wednesday’s only witness, Chief 
Clarence Benton, came into court 
on crutches. Benton’s main testi- 
mony was that communications 
systems on the Indianapolis were 
dangerously antiquated. Control 
of them was concentrated in the 
center of the ship. Thus when the 
second torpedo hit, it cut the 
ship's spinal cord. 

The judge advocate appointed 
for the trial, Capt. Thomas J. 
Ryan, first interviewed Hashi- 
moto on Tuesday afternoon, after 
the court session. He talked with 
Hashimoto four hours, to deter- 
mine his “credibility and compe- 
tence” as a witness. At the end 
of this long session, Ryan said he 
was still in doubt as to whether 
the Japanese officer should or 
would be called to the stand. 


HASHIMOTO QUESTIONED 


Capt. John P. Cady, chief of 
McVay’s defense staff, got his 
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POPULAR FEELINGS 


Ryan explained: “The witness 
Hashimoto is not being called to 
testify against the accused; he is 
being called in an effort to estab- 
lish just what caused the explo- 
sions which led to the sinking of 
the Indianapolis.” This was a 
point well taken in semantics, but 
nevertheless could not overcome 
the popular feeling that the Jap- 
anese was, indeed, testifying 
“against” Capt. McVay. 


Ryan proposed that Cmdr. 
Hashimoto take two oaths, Amer- 
ican and Japanese, so that he 
could be prosecuted if he lied. 


McVay, who obviously felt that 
Hashimoto was certainly not testi-

His testimony proved extreme- 
ly limited as to the points at issue 
in the formal charges against 
McVay .He could not testify at 
all as to the second charge—fail- 
ure to give timely warning to 
abandon ship—as he knew noth- 
ing whatever of conditions on the 
Indianapolis. On the first charge, 
the only things he could testify 
to concerned the weather and fail- 
ure to zigzag. 


HASHIMOTO QUESTIONED 


Hashimoto was questioned at 
length about his submarine’s 
cruise, from the time the 158 left 


Japan until the attack. He drew 


A few more questions by the 
court and Hashimoto was allowed 
to step down. Not once was he 
asked specifically about the 
weather, a vital point of the 
charge, yet as the attacker and 
as an experienced submarine of- 
ficer, he was probably the best 
qualified man alive to discuss the 
weather conditions of that night. 


As to zigzagging, his answer at 
pre-trial was much less equivo- 
cal. He simply said: “It would 
not have made any difference.” 


STORM OVER HASHIMOTO 


In sum, his testimony made 
clear a nearly miraculous com- 
bination of circumstances—from 
an attacker’s standpoint. Had any 
one or two fortuitous circum- 
stances been changed, the sink- 
ing of the Indianapolis might nev-

How Many 
Pounds To 


The Waist? 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


“How many pounds does one 
have to lose to take an inch off 
the waistline? I have heard it's 
anywhere from one to six, and 
I would like to know the score.” 


to the inch depends on whether 
you are long or short waisted. 
Posture, too, must be taken 
into account. Those who pull 
slim through the middle have 
toned muscles and slimmer 
lines than those who settle 
for a dumpy walst. 


How do you know whether you 
are long or short waisted? The 


span between the natural waist 


and the top of your hipbones 
tells the story. To find your 
natural waist, take a string or 
cord and tie it around your 
waist, pulling tightly. The cord 
will settle to the smallest part 


of your figure. This is your 


natural waistline. 


From that line, measure the 
distance to the crest of the hip- 


bones, those little round nobs 
below the waistline at sides of 


silhouette. If this span is a scant 
two inches, you are short-waist- 


ed: a four inch span is average.

Social Work 
Pay Scales 
Raised: Here 


The Fulton County Welfare 
Board approved salary adjustment 
and longevity pay plans Thurs- 
day aimed at attracting more 
people to hard-to-fill social work 
positions in 1959. 


About 100 of the welfare depart- 
ment’s 220 employes will be af- 
fected by changes in starting and 


maximum pay for the positions 
of public welfare worker, child 
welfare working-in-training and 
child welfare aide, Welfare Ad- 
ministrator Wellborn Ellis told 
the board. 


As approved by the board, 
starting pay for these positions 
would Be raised from $265 to $275 
per month and the maximum pay 
would be increased from $319 to 
$331 per month. 


Ellis said the longevity pay 
plan would merely give welfare 
employes the same benefits regu- 
lar county employes have had for 
several years.

Estimating that the salary ad- 
justments and longevity plan will 
cost about $14,000 annually, Ellis 
said no additional funds will be 
required from the county to fi- 
nance them. He said 50 per cent 
of the salary costs will be reim- 
bursed by the state and savings 
in. other areas will make up the 
rest of the cost.
